Mr. Theo. Davie Avishedto put in liisiiro 
test against the passitig of thia bill, lie did 
not believe any oue oppreeiated the injury 
that wonld bo done the public by tjiving 
rigfata to these waters in perpetuity. It 
was different to grautiiiK hind that was 
found everywhere. He coukl iiuite iiuder- 
Htand granting such privikTji s to a luinuci- 
pality such as Victorin, from wliosn water 
act thib bill had been luu lilied, but there 
WiiB a ditl'creuco between a nninieipality and 
a private corjioration. ll liad bi-eii slated 
by a memuer of the hou.se that the- po|)ula- 
tion of Vancouver iu iu years to I'ome 
would number millioii.>! , lie thought it was 
the provintual secretary. 

Hon. Mr. Ilobson — No, no. 

Mr. I^avie — Well, there was an assertion 
to th'at'effect made by an honorable lueinher 
^br New Westminster, and the conse- 
quences that wonkl ensue from the giving 
of such a privilege, if in a ([uarteror half a 
century the' population was very hirge, 
would bo ilicak'uhible in disastrous results, 
lie had given notice that he wduld nune an 
aine^ulment to this and the Ciaiuitlain 
Waterworks bill as follows; 

fit shal) be lawful for tlie governuieiit of 
British Columbia, or the municipality nour- 
est to the company's works, to iici|iiii'e the 
right, privilegeH, works and property of the

umpire of such arbitrators to be ajjjMii nted I 
by them before proceeding ujjoii tlie arbi- 
tration. It .shall be the duty of suc h coni- 
pauy upon one inontli '> noti(.'i.- in writing to

G'liiCAUo, 111., March 19 — Six weeks 
ago tlie Tribune published un" article on 
alien landlordi.sni, shuvviii<j^ that uii 
iriahinan named \Vm. Scully, now re- 
siilint;- in • London, is tin; proprietor of 
liolwoen 7r>,O0U and 'JO, 000 acroH of the 
best fanning liind.s in Illinois. 'J'lie 
writer of the article ou vi«itiiig tlie 
Scully e.sttite, claiiiietl that the lands 
were tilled by a wretched class of ten- 
ants, from whom are exacted enorinous 
runtais. Almost the entire proceeds 
from tiie sale of their crops went to pay 
till! rrnls. 

\i\ invesligation wa.s instilulyd and 
a lour of Kansa.i and Nebraska dv- 
velopod the inforination that the title 
to more than 100,000 acres of tlie 
choicest prairie lands in those Stales is 
vested in the name of William Scully. 
All these vast tracts liuve been added 
to his laniled e-stutes within ilie la.sc 
live years. Although only a small por- 
tion is under cultivation, the same sys- 
tem of farm renting that exists in Illi- 
nois is rapidly being introduced in 
these States. 

Eetween CO iviul 70 faniiliiiH have 
hound tliGinseivo.s to Scully. So long 
[lb tliey remain on his, land they can- 
not, llirnvv oir the yoke that holds thoin 
in slavery. Before obiaiuing u \tai,ti 
llioy nniat agree to waive all rights of 
o.teiniiiioii, and until the rent is paid 
everything they possess, inciiiding the 
growing crops, bidoiigs to Scully. A.s a 
rule they ai'o tlio pooresi farincr.s in 
every rcHjiect iu the cotuitry, and very 
fi!w of them cua obtain creilit from 
inerclirtiit.s. The lease that binds them 
to Scully is virtually a chattel mort- 
gage, and all other claims against ten 
ants are shut out until Scully guts his 
rent.

Soiuo very interesting stulialics in ro- 
Rard to the liibor iniirkot are sjiveii by 
Libor Coramiaaioilur Pond, of Michigan, 
in hi3 third annual report, just made pub- 
lic; In one of the tables of returns col- 
lected) oompariaona are made of the wages 
of farm laborers in Michigan with those 
of foreign covintries. Free trade Etig 
land is aeon to pay only 1)7 cents per 
month loss than Michigan, while in Rus 
aia, Germany, Italy and other protected 
couutries farm laborers are paid not niuch 
more than a quarter, in dollars, of the 
tettet paid in that state. When one con- 
siders how much dearer clotliing is in the 
United States than in (ireat Britain, it ia 
easily soun that the lot of the agricultural 
laborers in Michigan ia not much superior 
to that of his brother in England. The 
average paid tJie 18,518 railroad employkia 
is not given, but as over 0,000 rareive less 
than $1 25 a day, and as 3,000 receive be- 
tween $1.26 and$l 62 a day, the average 
must he very low. It is shown in another 
table that tlie wages paid in the various 
trades in the state are much higher than 
those to be obtained in old world coun- 
tries. The cunmiissionor gives the rea- 
son for this advantage, when be points 
out that of the 12,191,655 apres laid out 
in farms in Michigan, only 7 179,802 are 
improved. Olioap land makes high wages, 
which fall as rents rise. When all the 
spare land ia taken up on this continent, 
either by actual settlers or speculators — 
and the last-named are fast appropriating 
every acre that can be held for a rise — 
the wages paid tu Ontario as well as in 
Michigan will very soon come dnwn 
•A notable discovery of the Michigan 
commission is that over 50 per cent, of 
those employed in manufacluiMng indus- 
tries are of foreign birth. "From this 
showing," saya the Conimiasioner, "it 
would certainly seem that young men of 
foreign birth are fast taking the place of 
native Americans in our manufacturing 
establidhinents" a i|ueer showing for a 
State where American labor is ao highly 
"protected." In no case was it found that 
the wages of those employed by manufac- 
turers favored by the tariff were higher 
than the average wages of those employed 
in the unprotected industries— another 
proof that an employer pay hia hands, not 
as he ia favored by higli taxes imposed in 
hia favor, but as the current rate of wages 
rulea. He will nut pay a cent more than 
he is compelled to do by the general 
state of the labor '<iarkot. It is found that 
for business other than manufacturing, 
the native Michiganders have a special 
liking, as the figures show thatthey Hocked 
into the cities and took poaaeasioii of the 
majority of the situations. "The labor 
commissioner thinks that though the 
preferenoa may result in giving the yo«ng 
people easier work for a time, they are 
sufferers in the long run, because in the 
skilled mechanical induatriea which for- 
eigners now largely ninnopolize better pay 
can be obtained. In ^[ichigan, it ia 
pointed out, the average time lost in 
manufacturing districts is 130 days a 
year — more than four months out of the 
twelve. 



THE POLICE JJEPAJiTAIENT ME- 
DUCT ION. 

There is a growing sentiment in the 
minds of many ratepayers that the servioes 
nudored by the pohce department are out 
of all proportion to the expense. Fourteen 
policemen cost the city nbont SIOOO per 
mouth in the item of salaries alone; and 
when uuifoniiH and other oxpousei which 
are provided from the civic revenue are 
taken into accoiuit the sum total is swollen 
to very largo proportions indeed. At the 
last meiaiuy of the city council the police 
committee prebieuted a report in ^vhicb they 
drew attention to the heavy expense entailed 
by the maintenance of =3 lr.rge a force and 
recommended that a reduction be 
made. The counoil adopted the 
recommendation and the mayor and 
police committee are about to take 
stops to carry it into practice. It is be- 
lieved that ten good and ethcient police- 
men — men who will be ever ready to dis- 
charge their duty with zeal and fidelity — 
will furniah greater protection to the city 
than twice the number of policemen who 
•bring to the work only one-half of their 
hoarta and systematically close their eyes 
to infractions of the laws. The authoriz- 
ed reduction will eil'eot a saving of more 
than $3,000 per annum. This sum may 
be applied to the improvemon,t of streets 
and sidewalks which need all the care 
and money that can bo bestowed 
upon tlieni. We are reminded 
that at the time the force was increased 
the town was filled with discharged railway 
employes, antf serious trouble was of fre- 
quent occurrence. At this season the 
floating population ia cuniparativoly 
small, having mostly gone to fjlranito 
Creek, and the necesbity for a large force 
does not now exist. It la believed that 
the city will be adequately protected by 
ten constables — provided they are men of 
the right^atomp. At any rate, the experi- 
ment is about to bo tried, and it ia the 
firm inteiiti9n of Mayor Fell and the city 
council that every man on the force — 
from the aupc'rintendent down — ^aball 
discharge his duty zealously and with 
energy and alacrity or quit the service. 

THE law' OF LIBEL. 

The cliargo of Judge Gait, when in- 
structing the jury in the libel suit of Tate 
vs. The Globe newspaper, is signiQcant as 
showing that in the opinion of one of the 
first of Canadian judges the publication 
of a reasonably fair account of what took 
place at a trinl is not a libel; and the re- 
publicittion in good faith of what purports 
to be a faithful report of the proceedings 
of a trial must come under the same 
ruling. The Globe did not content itself 
with merely publishing a report. It com- 
mented thereon and unfavorably for the 
plaintiti'. The judge further charged that 
to comment on the proceedings of a court 
does not conatilute a libel, provided that 
the comment ia a fair roUex of the evi- 
dence. The plaintiff sued for §10,000. 
The jury found for the defendant, and 
the plaintiff having no estate the Globe 
will have to foot its own bill of coats. 
We have always maintained that the pub- 
lication of the proceedings of a court of 
law ought to bo privileged; and it is 
pleasant to find one of the most enlight- 
ened .ff Canada's judges deciding that such 
pubHeatton is privileged.

hurling an unorganized mob against a 
well drilled army. It is not fair to order 
aasembliea to bring in new members, pick 
up their quarrels as soon as organized, 
and have them expect aid from those who 
helped to build the order up for noble 
purposes. The address continues: Wo 
must not fritter away our strength to qiiss 
the opportunity of present success against 
capital by rushing into useless strikes. 
Powderly warna the Knisjhts that politi- 
cians are planning night and day how to 
catch them for tho advantages of party, 
and adds that to use the name of the order 
in a political contest is criminal and must 
not occur again. Referring to the eight 
hour movement, the oiroular sayss As- 
semblies of Knights must not strike for 
an eight hour system on May lat, under 
the impression that they are obeying 
orders from headquarters, for such an 
order was not, and will not be given. 
Out of sixty millions of people in the U. 
S. and Canada our order has posfiibly 
three millions. Oan we tnoiild tbe senti- 
ments of millions in favor of the short 
hour plan before May lat? It is non- 
sense to think of it. In concliiaioii, the 
master workman aays: I write thia cir- 



cular to Jay before the order the exact 
condition of things. 

Strikes must be avoidiid, boycotts must 
be avoided, those.who boast must be checked 
by their assemblies. No move must be 
made until the court of Jast resort has liocu 
appealed to. Threats of violence must not 
be made; politiciuus must bo hushed up or 
driven out; obedience to tho liiws of knight- 
hood niuat have jirefercL -e over those of 
any other order. If these things are douo 
tho next five years will witness the couiplet ■ 
enuincii)ai'iou of mankind from tho curse of 
monopoly. In our members we require 
secrecy, obedience, a.ssistuuce, patience aud 
courage. If with these aids you strongthon 
my hands, I Will continue in work; if you 
do not desire to assist me in this way, then 
select a man better qualilied to obey your 
will, mid 1 will retire in his favor. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., March 2(1.— When ths 
usual hour arrived this morning for tho day 
force of switchmen to relievo the night men 
at tho Wabash yard, in this city, no men 
appeared, and a few minutes later the an- 
uouncenient was made that the entire force 
had struck.

_Wi3 are authorized to state that the re- 
port of tho judgment in MoEwen vs. An- 
derson in yesterday's paper is incorrect 
as to the facts and law as proved and laid 
down. There was no proof whatever that 
tho tidal waters had receded a oonsidera- 
ble diataiice westward on account of rub- 
bish add earth thrown in, etc., as stated. 
On tho contrary, it was distinctly proven 
that while the defendant was tenant of 
the soathern portion of the lot he de- 
liberately dug the soil, and placed it with- 
out any authority across and in fi-ont of 
the other two portions owned by other 
parlies, one of whom waa tho plainlifT, 
cutting off all access of those portions to 
the harbor. It was not proved that there 
waa any authority whatever from tho 
Crown CO do the act; the action waa not 
for a declaration of right that the pfaintiiT 
waa entitled to tho newly-forraod land in 
tho rear of this lot extending to the 
water, nor was there any decision that 
gave him such land, fur the decision was 
that where tho tidid waters ebbed and 
flowed nobody could place an obstruction 
without legislative authority, and the 
plaintive could not acquire such right any 
more than the defendant. The synopsis 
as given would, if uncontradicted, . be 
moat prejudicial to tf'e public interests, 
and entirely mislead parties owning lota 
facing on tho harbor as to their rights 
In this case the judgment does not give 
tho [)laintilf one foot of grout d more than 
he originally possessed, but simply that 
the defendant should not acquire ground 
in front of his property by his illegal 
i)cts to hia detriment. Thp full ttijt of 
the judgment will bo given shortly.

All Account or Ml*. U PickeriiiK, 
who was a Passenger. 

Jlr. R. Pickering, of Pickering Sc Cromp- 
ton, 11 Lowtlier street, Whitehaveu, Eng., 
aauitnry eugineers, arrived by lliv North 
Pacitic yesterday, and will engage in tho 
prolimiuary plans for the propo.scd bewei'age 
system of the city.

and to a reporter of Tlie Coloni:it he gave 
tho following iiceouut of the trip and sink- 
iuy of the iiiiblt' vessel: 

I took 
the teuili-r at the I.ivor[iool lamliug stage 
in the midst of a violi-ut auow storm, and 
procteded to the steamship Oregou au- 
ehortd in the river otl New lirighton. After 
mailH and pv.sseugere bad all beou placed on 
board, we sailed at 10 a, m. The weather 
cleared up and we had a beaiitiful sail down 
the Irish ehauuel, the snow covering the 
Welsh mouutaiug on the one siilo, the Ii inh 
mountains being visible, on tlie other. We 
arrived otl' Queeuslown at 1 o'clock Sunday 
moruiug, where the steamer waited fourteen 
hours for Irish and late English mails.

The German steamer Fulda then bore 
down on us and agreed to take the pass- 
ongera off both tho schooners and take 
them to New York.

The 
transfer from the schooners tn tho Fulda 
was accomplished in tho same rough way 
that wo had loft tho Oregon. On board 
tho German steamer they treated ua kind- 
ly and gave us beds and plenty to eat, and 
landed ua in New Yfitk at 10 30 a. m. on 
Monday.

.Mr. McLeese resiinied tlie ilebute. ile 
(•Diigratulatcii the [in iviiiciid secretary ou 
the language ho hiul used tu-niglit. Speak- 
ing on tho (pmstion be would say ho thought 
the government waa not altogether 
blamelesB in this trouble about tho name, 
.\ resolution had been p:iaaod last seasion 
protesting against the nunio. 'I'ho Victoria 
city council ana the postal authorities had 
alao |>rntD3ted. .-'ind now jjo uiidersiooil 
that tho board of tradu hiid taken iho 
matter up. lie did not think any evil re- 
sults would follow a changed name. The 
present city of New Westminster had 
been changed twice and he did not think 
any great confusion hud resulted. If the 
proposed city were called "Vaneouvor" 
he thought there would be great coiifu- 
sion in the mails and in cablogratna from 
Europe. He mov^d that the bill be not 
read a second lime now, but tlmt the or- 
der for the second reading be diaohargod 
and the bill withdrawn and that liberty 
bo given tc bring in a bill for tho iticor- 
poratimi of the municipality, but under 
some other name than Vancouver. 
iMr. .John seconded tho motion. 
Mr. Orr could not understand tho posi- 
tion of the aupporters of this resolution. 
A largo petition had been preaontod by 
parties who claimed ^hat serious hard- 
ship would result from a chaage of naino. 
Several places had been at times referred 
to as the future terminus, but for tho past 
twelve months it had been publicly an- 
nounced atid waa now known far and wide 
as 'Vancouver." Although this island 
had a similar name, it was now linrdly 
ever called that. When this province 
was formed tho island became an integral 
part of British Columbia, and now letters 
were almost invariably addressed, Vic- 
toria, B. 0. There wm tin reason to foar 
confusion. Ho would say that there was 
scarcely a state in the uiiiDii which had 
not a "Washington" in it, but compara- 
tively no trouble ensued. Tho adaption 
of another name now would create more 
confusion than tho retaining of the pro- 
posed name. 

Mr. Wilson said it did soom ridiculous 
that twenty four grave and reverend 
seigneurs should be sitting here trying to 
name this young child, lie had heard of 
couples who quarrelled about tho - name 
before tho child waa born. (Uere the 
speaker caught aight of ladies in tho 
gallery and cbanj;ed tho subject ) He 
thought it hard thai tho puoplo could not 
Cdll thoir town what they wished 



in the proposed city and they all agreed 
that it waa a moat unfortunate one. That 
being tho case the preaent was a most ap- 
propriate time to have the iniatake 
I remedied. Surely the persons who do- 
nated (5000 acres of land to have the 
I road extended should have .something to 
say in the name. When Van Home and 
Beatty were here tho government should 
have taken steps to bring to their notice 
the advisability of changing the name. It 
was said that Granville was not known, 
I while aa a matter of fact Bhi[>s from all 
: parts of the world go there to Umd. 

Mr. Pooloy— No, that was Hastings, 
j Mr. Galbraith — Il was not correct to 
i say that tho name of \'ancouvor Island 
j was merged in British Columbia. When 
England and Scotland were joined aa 
' Great Britain, neither loat ita dialinctive 
appellation. Ile would be sorry to see 
the bill withdrawn aa he believed it waa a 
very complete ouo. 

Mr. Dunamuir regretted that he waa 
not in hotter heiilih to discuss the (pies 
tion. He (h(uight the proposal to change 
the name was the aillieat he ever heard 
on the floor of the hnuae. Tho opposition 
to it arose from the jealoiiay of some peo- 
plo in N'lctoria. .Soiiie sia'ined lo think 
that Victoria would bo injured by the ri- 
val city, but he would not bo afraid if 
two or three cities started there The 
suggestion of the member for Kootenay 
that the govtruineiit should name the city 
waa nonsensical, aa if he gut propSl-ty from 
the goveniineiit he wuuld want to name 
it himself. Ile would support the bill. 

Hon. Mr. lJuck believed lh.it it 
waa within tliu province of the 
house to change the name, but he thought 
the amendment was not the proper course. 
If the name was changed the bill would 
be withdrawn and incorporation delayed. 

Mr. llelgesen had seen no reaSnn to 
change the npiiiion which iio had fdriner- 
ly expressed on Ihe lloor of thu house. 
The citi/.ena uf that place had iii> right lo 
llio name. \a a mailer uf fact the name 
waa aeleuted in a Initul in this city, where 
throe or four men persuaded Van Home 
to take that name(erieB of "proof, proof ") 
The seU'ctuin was made lo get up a boom 
on the strength of the niinie and raise the 
price of land tu fiibiilous [jriees 

Mr. Haybould had great attachment 'to 
tile iinnio " Vanciin ver,' and if ho thought 
any imrdship or confiHi"n wuuld arise he 
would «|)poao its adoption by ih.it place, 
biit having listened til the disciisaion he 
had not been been convinced that such 
would bo till) case. There were bill.H fiu' 
gas, water woiks, etc., and ho thought 
it advisable that there should be incor- 
poration to control and siiporviso such 
works, Ho would support the aecond 
reading of the bill. 

Mr. Grant felt just llio same as he did 
last year that the n.ime w;is an improper 
ono. There were roastina why he felt 
now like voting for the bill, one of which 
was that a hill incorporating the Vancou- 
ver water .wojrksoorapany was passed last 
night, and ' tncmbora voted for that al- 
though they intended to oppose tho in- 
corporation. Then it appoared that not 
only tho poopio in that |)lncu but alao the 
inhabitanta of Ciraaville had potitimied 
for tho name proposed If ho thought that 
the people of Victoria would be at all in- 
jured by the passage of the bill he would 
oppose it, but he could see that their in- 
teriiata would not sutler at all. 

Mr. Pooley said the iiionilior for Kootenay 
hnd said several interested parties had com- 
plained of the imuie. 'riicse geutleinon 
might have petitioned the house to have 
the unnio changed, but they had not done 
so, A large proportion of tho laud iuolad- 
ed in the incorporation wiig owned by pri- 
vate parties, and consequently the goveru- 
mout was not iu a position to press for a 
cbauge of tmiiie. Seeing that no injustice 
would lesult to N'ictoria or other parts of 
the provincu ami that hardsliijis might 
roanit to the iiarties interested ho would 
vote for tho second reading of Ihe bill. 

Mr. Dingwall was upposed lo the bill, 
but had no objectiiui lotlioiiaine proposed. 

■Mr. Cuuiiiugham said iilioul two-thirds 
of the bill was explanatory. Ho had rend 
it carefully and thought it onu of the best 
that ever cttuio before the Uonae. He did 
not think the adojition of the proposed 
imnio would injure any person or plucr.

rasaed. Ho saw there the namoi of many 
persons whom he knew well and whom he 
would bo pleased to asaiat. He felt that 
he had to consider tho auestiuii of doing 
a kind act for his frionds or doing what 
was a duty to tho public at large. Ha, 
however, felt that the latter must prevail. 
There was no intention of changing tho 
locality, but simply giving it a new name. 
It would be a good advartiaement for 
the now place, for it to bo announced 
that tho legislature had thought it ndvis- 
ablo in tho interest of the place to chiiiige 
the name. Although not opposing the 
ruling of the speaker that it waa uotcuiii- 
petont for the legislature to change the 
name still he claimed that oonatitutioDBl 
principles showed that tho huuao should 
have the right.

On 
the contrary he found that a largo amount 
of mail came addroasod to Vancouver is- 
land, and in Engliuid it waa in Viiriabiy re- 
ferred to in that way. Ho could not aeo 
that any injury would apiae from the 
change and he would support the amend- 
ment. 

Hon, Mr. Davie- thought it unfortunate 
that the name "Vauouuver" had been 
adopted, but it had been and he would 
ask was there any valid reason why it 
should bo changed / lie v/r.s in favor of 
local option and ho thought the people 
should bo allowed to adopt the name if 
thoy wished. There wouUl bo no more 
coiifuaion than might ariao in a town 
where there were persons of a aimilar 
name. As a matter of faot there waa no 
place in the provinee of tho aanne name. 
Then there were a large number of per-
